colour vision 


The human eye is the receiver of all colour messages. 
Yet mystery still surrounds even the initial light 
reaction in the colour receptors (the so-called 
** cones "’) of the retina of the human eye, let alone 
the final emergence of a colour sensation in 
consciousness. 

There are many reasons for this state of affairs. The 
cones in the centre of the retina, where colour 
vision is at its best, are very small. This area is fitted 


to give us acute vision and colour vision at the same 
time. Upon the properties of this square millimetre 
of retina, with its more than 50,000 cones, is built 
the measurement of colour. 

Colour vision is also dynamic in nature. Some 
people are capable of maintaining a steady fixation 
or stare for long periods. Such people find that 
quite large differences in colour rapidly disappear 
when viewed steadily. It has been shown that colour 
vision rapidly disappears when the image is fixed on 
the retina. For acute vision and colour vision the eye 
must rove over the picture and the image pass 
across the retina. In other words, in visual percep- 
tion an essential part is played by the movement of 
the image across the retina. 

It is extremely probable then that a single colour is 
not seen by the eye and that unconscious compari- 
sons are being made all the time. 

In order to use colour satisfactorily, variety and 
texture, to give the meving image, must always be 
kept in mind.

PS sometimes generate more 
heat than light. Perhaps it is their unmixed 
parentage—rough road engineer on one side, 
and no planner on the other, but certainly 
they have a knack of goading otherwise 
reasonable citizens to madness, and of bemus- 
ing borough engineers and councillors with 
delusions of grandeur and the will to candle- 
power. 

Not unnaturally, this happens most in 
London where there is almost unlimited 
opportunity for dust-ups about street-lamps. 
As more than one metropolitan borough 
council has learnt to its cost since the war, 
ratepayers can turn very nasty when their pet 
lamps are threatened. Thirty years ago 
Victorian lamps were any old iron. Today, 
just when some of them, after a wonderfully 
long life, are at last getting doddery, they 
are cherished, collected, made much of, and 
hung with loving garlands—or effigies of 
council officials when they are to be replaced. 
In at least two London boroughs old lamps 
have had to be reinstated in answer to popular 
clamour. 

So now most metropolitan borough councils, 
unless they are absolutely sure they know 
what is best for their ratepayers, approach 
the replacement of street-lamps with caution. 
In Marylebone, for example, the borough 
council put up three different lamps outside 
the town hall for the citizens to ballot which 
they preferred. (This was courageous of

them, as the popular vote went to the most 
expensive.) In Westminster, a trial run of 
seven different types was on show in Abbey 
Orchard Street. These councils presumably 
take the view that it is worth some trouble 
early on to save a whole lot of trouble later. 

In Chelsea they were not content with the 
conventional approach. Very shyly the 
borough council submitted one design of 
lamp for its sidestreets to the judgment of its 
ratepayers, but went ahead with putting up a 
different one. (Perhaps the fact that the 
design of its first lamp met the displeasure of 
the Royal Fine Art Commission and the 
Chelsea Society had something to do with this 
procedure.) 

Anyhow, the borough is now the embar- 
rassed possessor of fluorescent lamps at £80 
or so each that nobody much likes, except 
apparently the borough engineer, some 
councillors, one or two Royal Academ- 
icians, and the Bishop of Worcester. There 
have been petitions and deputations and 
letters to the Press and approaches to MPs, 
comments in Parliament, and a very wearing 
time in the town hall. No word has 
such an electric effect on councillors and 
officials just now, we understand, as the word 
“lamp”. 

Perhaps there is a moral (if we may be 
pardoned the play on words): rash councils 
act according to their own lights, wise ones 
get on the beam with their citizens first. 
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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


LONDON’S SKYLINE 


From time to time we hear of efforts by the L.C.C. 
to control the placing of high buildings, as a part of 
the planning effort and to arrange for them to close 
vistas or provide focal points in the vertical dimension 
of our uroan scene. The Royal Fine Art Commission, 
too, has had something to say on the subject. You 
will remember that the original design for New 
Zealand House, by Matthew and Johnson-Marshall, 
was criticized because it impinged on the views from St. 
James’s Park. The skyline presented to Hyde Park, 
by Bowater House, in Knightsbridge, came in for com- 
ment on this page and elsewhere, and the projected 
high hotels on the Bayswater Road and in Park Lane 
have also been written about. The general drift of all 
these remarks has been that London’s skyline is one 
of its greatest assets. Whereas Hyde Park is, at 
present, scarcely overlooked at all, except by distant 
towers, it is likely to become surrounded by flat-topped 
cliff-like buildings which will, in time, totally destroy its 
rural feeling. St. James’s Park, on the other hand, has 
little rural feeling, being the almost perfect urban park. 
Its most famous asset is the fairy-like architectural back- 
ground to the view from the bridge over the lake look- 
ing east. Here the outline of the domes of the Horse 
Guards mingles with the fantastic silhouette of 
Whitehall Court, that block of flats and clubs which 
was used so successfully as a background from the 
other side in 1951. 

Whitehall Court has been sold to a developer and 
it does not seem very likely that even the most rabid 
preserver would be able to make much of a case for 
saving it. Its skyline is surely its only asset. The 
skyline is vital to London’s future and if we cannot 
preserve, we must rigidly control what is to go in its 
place. The Horse Guards must not become another 
All Souls’, Langham Place, dwarfed against the sheer 
bulk of a flat-topped slab-sided block of offices. It is, 
however, difficult to imagine any background that

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would not be vastly inferior to the present unbeliev- 
able mass of spires, domes, chimney pots and turrets. 
A great deal will depend on the architect of the new 
building who may be Mr. J. Seymour Harris, described 
by his potential client, Mr. Walter Flack, of Murray- 
field Real Estates, as “one of the finest architects in 
Europe”. Murrayfields are associated with City 
Centre Properties (chairman: Jack Cotton). 


TWO WELL-KNOWN ARCHITECTS 


Both Mr. Curtis Green and Mr. C. Lovett Gill, who 
died last week, were past-presidents of the A.A. Mr. 
Curtis Green was 84, and Mr. Gill 80. These instances 
of longevity in architects are an encouragement to 
better spirits for those recently shocked by the early 
deaths of Dr. Singleton and Bronek Katz. Curtis 
Green was essentially a classical architect and it is in 
a way said that he should be best known for the very 
unclassical Dorchester Hotel. Mr. Lovett Gill was a 
stalwart supporter of the A.A. right up to his death 
and regularly used the dining room there. Perhaps 
best known when in partnership with Sir Albert 
Richardson, he had, nevertheless, done a lot of work 
on his own. Among his more recent buildings was 
the Tavistock Hotel, one of the few hotels built in 
London since the war. Mr. Gill’s hobby was making 
violins, and members of the A.A. will remember a 
most interesting little exhibition of his work. Though 
sometimes somewhat irascible, Mr. Gill was essentially 
a peaceful and kindly man. 


MORE RUSSIANS 


A private party of some eighteen Russian architects 
and engineers has just gone home after spending two 
exhausting weeks seeing England. More than half the 
party were women. Apart from the more obvious 
sights and places of interest, the itinerary had some 
curious items in it, including no less than three visits 
to the Ideal Home Exhibition. From comments I 
heard this was certainly not at the request of the 
visitors. The party was entertained at the R.I.B.A. by 
the U.K. Committee of the LU.A., and Professor 
Robert Matthew, chairman of the committee, gave a 
private party at his Regent’s Park office. It is an agree- 
able surprise to find more and more Russians with a 
working knowledge of English. The party, somewhat 
reduced in numbers by sickness and exhaustion, visited 
the Building Centre on the eve of their departure. One 
of the male architects could not understand why we 
still manufactured period reproduction door furniture 
when good modern designs were available. This, 
coming from a Russian architect, was, I felt, very much 
a sign of the times. The general opinion of the party 
was that the B.C. was the most interesting thing they 
had seen in this country. 


NOT-SO-URBAN RENEWAL NEEDED 


We hear a good deal these days of urban renewal. 
Some of our small country towns need it every bit as 
much as their large neighbours. A particular example 
is Burnham-on-Crouch, a small town in Essex, famous 
as a yachting centre and depending entirely upon this 
seasonal activity. It has one straggling main street 
which still contains a number of interesting old 
cottages, mainly built of wood, and some pleasant 
brick Georgian houses. The various shades of 
Victorian architecture are represented in larger shops, 
charity buildings, and offices. The town hides, Dutch 
fashion, behind the river wall and many of the houses 
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which peep above the wall have their view masked by 
the sheds of the boatbuilders, put up before the days 
of control. The top of the river wall is, with a short 
exception, out of bounds to cars, and the strolling 
pedestrian comes into his own, or could do so if it 
were all rather better managed. Much of the property 
is almost derelict and although there are picturesque 
corners, the place is “ripe for development”. In the 
season there are almost certainly more boats on the 
river than ever before. The number of visitors must 
be very large. The available accommodation is limited 
and the shortage expresses itself in two ugly caravan 
parks on the town’s flanks. What a chance for an 
imaginative architect-planner! Without such a man 
the future cannot be very bright, for, with the excep- 
tion of Joseph Emberton’s Royal Corinthian Yacht 
Club, the modern contributions to architecture in the 
town consist of do-it-yourself first-aid to tumbling 
terraces and an incredibly dull research building be- 
longing to the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 
Boating of various kinds is booming. It may not be 
the style of thing that the yacht builders of Burnham 
would like, but there are fortunes to be made, and a 
really well-found yachting centre would, I feel sure, 
be a good investment. Emberton’s building, by the 
way, won an R.I.B.A. medal in 1931. The plaque 
commemorating the award is beside the main entrance. 
At some time someone has tried to wrench it from the 
wall and it is sadly bent. Could an architect member 
of the R.C.Y.C. ask them to flatten it? 


THE TAUNTON COMPETITION 


It was not made clear in last week’s issue that the 
text of the feature on the Taunton competition was 
in fact the assessors’ report. This was a particularly 
unfortunate slip as, you will remember, assessors in 
R.1.B.A. competitions are not obliged to publish their 
reports. The Taunton assessors, Lionel Brett, Geoffrey 
Jellicoe and J. M. Richards, produced an admirable 
report setting out quite clearly their reasons for selecting 
the premiated designs and making helpful criticisms 
of several of the unsuccessful ones. The report was a 
model of its kind and deserves the widest publicity. 


PEDESTRIANS UP IN THE AIR? 


According to the Birmingham Post, two rival 
developers are competing for an important site in 
Corporation Street which takes in Martineau Street 
and extends to Union Street. One company, The 
Corporation Street Estates Co., a part of the Lewis 
Group, of London, has already prepared a scheme for 
part of the site—architect not named—with shops and 
a 13-storey office building above. This scheme is still 
being considered by Birmingham Corporation. The 
promoters have recently modified their plans to include 
a “raised shopping floor” with bridges over intervening 
streets. This would enable Birmingham to be the first 
city to carry out on a large scale Mr. Marples’ idea 
of segregating pedestrians and motor traffic. Mr. Cecil 
Lewis, head of the group, sees the scheme growing 
to include nearby sites not in the group’s possession. 

Birmingham Corporation has already decided that 
this area should be developed as one piece and 
Mr. Jack Cotton, through City Centre Properties, is 
seeking to do this. Apparently he owns part of the 
site, while the rest is shared between the Corporation 
and Mr. Lewis. It will be interesting to see who wins. 

The building at present being considered is a freely 
adapted and very much sawn-off chunk of the Pirelli 
building in Milan. The national Press tends to credit

Mr. Marples with the invention of raised pedestrian 
ways. Planners have talked of them for years. Chester’s 
medieval Rows are probably the earliest. Professor 
Sir Albert Richardson was urging the removal of shop 
windows and pavements to the roof tops 30 years ago. 
The L.C.C. proposed them in the first Piccadilly plan 
and Gibson & Ling have used them at Coventry. 


ARCHITECTURE WEEK 


The week of June 13-18 is to be Architecture Week. 
The R.I.B.A. and its allied societies will launch a 
publicity campaign designed to call attention to the 
work of the architect. Spearhead of the attack will 
be a poster exhibition designed by Theo Crosby for 
the Public Relations Committee. This exhibition will 
be shown simultaneously in the areas of all the allied 
societies. In London it will be at the Building Centre. 


KENYA BUILDING CENTRE 


The Ministry of Works Building Centre in Nairobi, 
which has been in existence for some time for official 
use, grew out of a samples room in the Ministry’s Build- 
ings Branch. In 1959, private architects and bona 
fide—whatever that means—contractors were allowed 
to use the centre. Now, if sufficient support is forth- 
coming from manufacturers, the scheme is to be 
launched as a proper building centre in parts of the 
Ministry’s new buildings, where about 6,000 sq ft of 
space is available. The display will be confined to 
standard panels of various sizes, the largest being 
8ft wide and 4ft high and the smallest 4ft by 2ft. A 
limited amount of floor space will also be available. 
The setting and the panels themselves will apparently - 
be supplied by the centre. Rentals will vary with size 
and the position of the panel. Manufacturers from 
any country, or their Kenya agents, may exhibit. It 
looks as if public funds are being used to finance 
this project. This may cause raised eyebrows in White- 
hall. 


ABNER 
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THE SHOP AND ITS ENVIRONMENT 


At a well-attended R.1I.B.A. symposium,* a town planner prophesies a three-tier system for new centres, 
an architect pleads for functionalism in shop design and a forecast is made about the self-service store. 


HOPPING, as we all know, is a social act and one 

which, for most housewives, remains a regular pain-in- 
the-neck. With a panel of seven experts and with the wise 
and knowledgeable Bryan Westwood in the chair, it might 
have been expected that at least a few new ideas on this 
most important subject might have emerged. Unfor- 
tunately, an unintentional superficiality appeared the key- 
note of most papers, probably because the time was so 
limited and the whole subject dealt with in such a broad 
and comprehensive fashion. Ranging from important plan- 
ning issues and the impact of the motor-car right down to 
the minutiz of interior detailing with equal emphasis given 
to each, a noticeable lack of balance was inevitable. Points 
of fundamental importance were lightly touched on while 
trivial matters were tediously laboured. 

Thus town planner Wilfred Burns forecast the future 
pattern of our shops and shopping centres as being three- 
tiered—first, the city or regional centre, providing 
maximum selectivity for the customer, with a status (or 
snob) value for purchases; second, the small town centre 
of largely low development (?); and third, the corner shop 
to serve local and emergency needs. The validity of such 
categorization can be readily challenged, as some of it 
was, but neither Mr. Burns, nor those who did not share 
his views, could get to the root of the problem. Had there 
been more time for discussion they might have been able 
to do so. Meanwhile, obvious points that fluorescent 
mixed with tungsten is good for lighting, that low-voltage 
spots are here to stay, that there are pros and cons to 
non-reflecting windows, and that staff and administrative 
accommodation is important were hammered home. 


Perhaps the best contribution came from Denys Lasdun, 
whose architectural comments appeared as an island in 
the dead sea of expertize. His tithe was The Department 
Store. Having claimed to know little about shops anyway, 
he went on to plead for functionalism in design generally. 
He cited the lessons of the Chicago School from 1870— 
90, namely, the need for shops to be built as quickly as 
possible, to be as flexible as possible and to possess 
prestige value; the importance for the architect to separate 
permanent from impermanent features; and for flow and 
movement within the store to be achieved simply and with- 
out fuss. Significantly he gave the 26-year-old Simpson 
store in Piccadilly as an example of what he meant by 
the latter. What pitifully little progress in store design 
there has been in the last quarter century! 


_ Of the more specialized papers, undoubtedly the most 
interesting was that by Robert Stille on the self-service 
store. With a clear and thorough knowledge of his sub- 
ject he gave his audience a somewhat horrifying glimpse 
into the future—antiseptic supermarket de-luxe with its 
curious technical jargon (have you got an express leg to 
your check-out); vending machines (nothing like a quick 
gin-and-tonic in a paper cup); packaging (the wrapped 
bacon looked a vile colour under the fluorescent lighting 
so the type of cellophane wrapper used was changed): and 
the intricate devices for catching shoplifters. For some 
inexplicable reason Mr. Stille’s paper came last. when 
most people were rather tired and exhausted. 

The two discussion periods which were programmed to 
last an hour each were greatly curtailed by the experts 
over-running their time. This was a pity, for many 
members of the audience had important things to say. 
A notable contributor in this respect was a gentleman 
called Sainsbury (the progressively minded store which 
bears his name remains in the forefront of shop design 
in this country), who made a succinct plea for the regional 
shopping centre with multi-storey car park. An architect 
from Cumbernauld wanted “little animals” to be seen in

our shopping centres, by which he fortunately meant 
children and not the canine variety. 

But the point that shopping centres should also be lived 
in is all too often overlooked. Many delightful slides 
were shown of Crawley town centre on a warm summer's 
day, but those who have been there an hour after the 
shops are closed will know what a dead centre it really 
is. There are so many lessons yet to be learned. This 
symposium provided none of the answers, and not even 
the problems involved were adequately and clearly 
defined.

SCOPE FOR AESTHETICS 
IN COST PLANNING? 


A PANEL of three architects, an engineer and a quantity 
surveyor tried to answer the question: “Are aesthetics 
and cost planning incompatible?” before a disappoint- 
ingly small audience at the R.I.B.A. on March 29. 

They spent some time chasing hares set running, in what 
was aptly termed “an uninhibited introduction”, by Mr. 
Harry Ward, acting as client. Mr. Ward, who was for 
25 years secretary of the Industrial Management 
Research Association, said he had never known a case 
where an architect had been recommended. He thought 
architects fell down badly in their service to clients. The 
client should have a schedule of points to think about and 
a document giving broad price ranges. Not enough atten- 
tion was given to floors. No less than 24 per cent of time 
spent in a factory were spent on cleaning. Architects did 
not adequately provide for this. 

Enough fuel there to start a number of fires, but 
Geoffry Powell was not to be drawn. Though he did 
not think aesthetics and cost planning were incompatible, 
he sensed a conspiracy somewhere, and thought quantity 
surveyors were behind it. He could not escape the feel- 
ing that cost planning was ultimately a way of beating 
down costs. The architect’s latitude was becoming less 
and less. Instead of being a tool, cost planning was be- 
coming a rod to beat his back. Confessing to “an 
emotional fear” of the amount of paper work piling up, 
he declared: “We must rely more on skill and less on the 
sledgehammer techniques of quantity surveyors.” 

The engineer, A. J. Harris, defined aesthetics as “the 
prestige of conspicuous expenditure”. Cost planning had 
nothing to do with it whatever. 

Erno Goldfinger agreed. Using precious materials 
would not make enclosed space more thrilling or exciting. 
Then he turned to Mr. Ward's point about floors. This 
had nothing to do with defining space. If you paid more 
you would get better flooring. 

Counter-attacking strongly, he asserted that there were 
two sorts of clients—those who knew their job and those 
who did not. The latter usually said afterwards: “I 
designed the house and got an architect to draw it out.” 
Industrial concerns did not know what they wanted. They 
wanted the architect to tell them; that is what they were 
paying such horrific fees for. 

He could only conclude from Mr. Ward's statement 
about not having had architects recommended to him 
that their existing clients were so well satisfied with them 
that they wanted to keep them for themselves. 

By this time the blood of the panel’s quantity surveyor, 
Jim Nisbet, was definitely up. He firmly denied that cost

Big Trees for Buildings 


Sir.—Gordon Logie, A.R.1.B.A., A.M.T.P.1., has shown a 
very great interest in tree planting in this country and in 
particular the need for planting mature trees in new and 
redevelopment areas in towns. (A. & B.N. 9/3/60.) 

In Birmingham it has been found that landscape 
works, when completed by the time of occupation of the 
buildings, are less prone to damage by children and 
adults, and give the caretaker of blocks of flats a greater 
incentive to take more pride in his surroundings. To 
enable the landscape contractor to keep up with the 
building, work has to be phased, and close co-operation 
with the architect and builder is essential so that maximum 
planting can be carried out in the limited season. 

The photograph showing the technique used in Canada, 
as illustrated in Canadian Homes, is of interest because it 
illustrates the root ball of the tree in its cradle of stout 
ropes which would enable a time-saver in off-loading and 
transplanting. This planting season, 45 mature trees, 
ranging from ISft to SOft, were planted by the city 
architect's department in Birmingham. The most successful 
method of off-loading and transplanting the trees to their 
permanent positions was by means of making a cradle of 
strong ropes to enable a tractor or mobile crane to take 
the weight of the root ball with sufficient ties to steady 
the head as it was moved, and so avoiding damage to the 
main trunk. 

At Waddesdon Manor, now owned by the National 
Trust, reference is made to the moving of large trees in 
1874, when sixteen horses were needed to move each tree. 

I think that private landowners may welcome the idea 
of thinning out some of their woodlands under a com- 
petent forester, which would help to fill the gap in the 
supply and demand of mature trees.

planning was a conspiracy to keep costs down. Many 
people were finding that tenders did not come within 
estimates. Cost planning sought to remedy that. It had 
an important bearing on aesthetics because it put the 
money where it was wanted. Cost was as much a factor 
in design as the climate. Reluctance to produce costs to 
the client created a lack of confidence. He stressed that 
quantity surveyors were not trying to usurp the architect's 
control and summed up cost planning as an architect's 
tool to permit him to produce better buildings. 

That is how G. Grenfell Baines saw it, too. If an 
architect's aesthetics were accident-prone, he was likely 
to catch a fatal dose of cost control. Building had to take 
its place—and it was a very low place as far as he could 
see—in sharing resources. Finances had to be handled 
as sensitively, logically and selectively as possible. There 
was nothing more stimulating than to grasp economic 
factors on a controlled disposition of the cash in an 
expressive way. 

A_ question by the president, Basil Spence—Which 
provides the greater stimulus to good design, a restricted 
budget or a carte blanche—brought a general rejoinder 


that there was no such thing as a carte blanche anyway, | 


and that a restricted budget did provide some framework 
for the scheme if it did not go too far. Grenfell Baines 
commented: “A carte blanche is impossible, restricted 
but generous is something I would like to come across, 
barely adequate is the one we get most of.” 

Quantity surveyors came out of it all rather well.

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Cut Fees 


Sir,—The following letter regarding development of a 
number of sites has been sent to a number of members by 
a public property company. This gives two sets of terms, 
either of which the architect is “at liberty to choose”. The 
terms are: 

(a) 44 per cent of full R.I.B.A. Scale and their con- 

ditions of payment and employment, or 

(b) A net 6 per cent of the contract price if and when 

a building is erected. 

Payment of fees would be deferred and would _ be 
made on the issue of certificates at a net rate of 
6 per cent of the contract price, and this would be 
the limit of the company’s liability on any job. 

If a scheme is not proceeded with, becomes abortive or 
is abandoned, or if the site is sold at any stage, no. fees 
at all are payable, and this, says the company, is a risk 
the architect must take. If a site is sold, the company 
would try to persuade the new owners to retain the 
architect, without disclosing the aforementioned terms, 
but the company itself would not then be liable for any 
fees if they fail to do so. In any event the architect will 
only be fully instructed by the company if they intend to 
complete a development. 

The council of the institute deprecate such a letter, and 
all that it implies, in offering tempting work at cut fees, 
Members of the institute have been advised not to accept 
these terms, as to do so would be a contravention of the 
code of professional conduct by working for fees less 
than those defined in the accepted scale of fees.

Whose Hand on the Rubber Stamp ? 


Sir.—What has become of the town planning officer? 
Surely it is reasonable to assume that if proposals are 
first discussed with the planning department and agree- 
ment reached, then the planning officer will make a 
favourable recommendation to his committee and the 
plans will be passed. Frustratingly often, however, plans 
submitted after consultation with the technical power- 
behind-the-throne are rejected and the only comfort 


| Offered by slightly embarrassed officials is that “their 
| committee took a hand”. 


No one doubts that most committees are conscientious, 
but the prospect of producing plans, which take a great 
deal of time and thought, for the verdict of 20 unqualified 
amateur part-time planners is not entirely pleasing. Com- 
mittees are, of course, perfectly entitled to make their 
own decisions, but there seems little point in employing 
a planning officer if he is relegated to the status of an 
agenda clerk. The result can only be loss of confidence 
in the planning department and a vastly increased number 
of appeals. 

Most trying of all is the fact that the decision is made 
by a group of people whom it is impossible to consult. 
Schemes can only be put forward on a speculative basis 
and a decision received in due course through the plan- 
ning officer in his role as high priest. This is much too 
slow for modern needs and can ruin business negotiation. 
For the smallest and most paltry of proposals a decision 
often takes two months and has been known to take 
nine or ten. 

It is vitally important to speed up the machinery. The 
mysterious closed-shop atmosphere in which some 
authorities work should be abandoned and proper status 
restored to the planning officer. Above all, if committees 
insist on deciding for themselves, they should be prepared 
to meet the client and not hide behind the closed doors of 
the committee room. Architects, builders and developers 
are as much members of the community as anybody else, 
and they are entitled to know just whose hand is on the 
rubber stamp.

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Six Halls of Residence 


Five architects have designed six halls of residence 
for Nottingham University. Donald McMorran, Brian 
O’Rorke, Mr. J. Fletcher-Watson and Mr. F. E. Woolley 
have worked on the men’s halls, and Mr. W. H. Williamson 
on the women’s hall. The consultant architect is Sir 
Percy Thomas. 

The men’s halls have been designed on the courtyard 
principle, using the staircase system of access to the study 
bedrooms. Each will have its own identity in layout and 
finish. The women’s hall has been planned on a corridor 
system. 

About 60 acres of the University Park have been set 
aside, Cost of each hall is expected to be about £300,000. 
Work will begin in March, 1962, and the halls should be 
ready by the autumn of 1963. 


St. Andrew’s University Extension 


A hundred acres of land have been acquired by the 
University of St. Andrews for the erection of new depart- 
ments of physics, mathematics, chemistry and geology. 
The number of students is to be increased from a 
maximum of 1,700 to 2,300. Cost of the new building is 
expected to be more than £2 million. 


A University for Coventry? 


A university of Warwick may be built in the Coventry 
area. At a recent meeting attended by more than 150 
representatives of industry and commerce, the churches, 
education, local authorities and others, it was decided to 
launch a public appeal for £1 million to cover the cost of 
residential buildings and student amenities. 

With an initial 1,000 places, the university is expected 
to cost £3 million. Coventry City Council has already 
offered a 200-acre site and financial support has been 
promised by the city council and Warwickshire County 
Council. Coventry's town clerk, Mr. Charles Barratt,

said Lord Iliffe had promised £10,000 to the public 
appeal fund in the form of a ten-year covenant. 


Big Edinburgh Redevelopment 


An 18-storey Government office, residential flats, shops, 
and possibly a hotel are included in a comprehensive 
redevelopment scheme for Edinburgh’s East End. A 
report to the town council recently stated that, on the 
basis of estimated cost, the recommendations were 
probably the most important and far-reaching placed 
before the corporation for many years. 

The area involved is to the east of Princes Street, 
centring on St. James’ Square and taking in Leith Street 
to the south and Little King Street to the east. Most of 
the properties in the area were shown in the map of the 
city for 1825, and existing road patterns are unsuitable 
to modern traffic. 

Redevelopment in St. James’ Square will be undertaken 
largely by the Ministry of Works, who already own much 
property there. The Royal Fine Art Commission is to be 
consulted on the scheme. 


The L.C.C’s New Town at Hook 


London County Council is to seek advice from a firm 
of consulting engineers on the alignment of the proposed 
new trunk road to Exeter and on traffic and civil 
engineering problems associated with the planning of the 
new town at Hook, Hampshire. The committee reported 
to the council at the end of last year that they had 
authorized the preparation of an outline planning appli- 
cation for the new town (see A. & B.N., December 23). 
Basingstoke Council decided last week to oppose the 
L.C.C’s scheme and to support Hampshire County 
Council's suggestion for expanding Basingstoke. 


High-Building Programme 


Multi-storey flats are expected to figure largely in the 
future building programme of the Scottish Special Housing 
Association. The association has been conducting research 
on design and cost of high building for local authority 
guidance. In a brochure produced to mark the com- 
pletion of the 50,000th house built by the association, it 
is stated that future building may lie in central redevelop- 
ment and mixed development in overspill areas where 
the judicious use of multi-storey blocks will be necessary 
to achieve planning densities. 


Maintenance Scholarships 


The Artists’ General Benevolent Institution Maintenance 
Scholarship of a maximum of £125 per annum, available 
for one of three years, is offered by the R.I.B.A. for 
orphans or sons or daughters of an architect or artist. 
Further particulars are obtainable from the R.I.B.A.; the 
scholarship takes effect from October 1, and the closing 
date for applications is May 27. 


Ministry Appointment 


Mr. D. W. Nunn, senior quantity surveyor, Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, has been appointed 
chief quantity surveyor, in succession to Mr. H. J. Rayner, 
who is retiring after 15 years in the post. Mr. Nunn has 
been 13 years with the Ministry. The department is 
hoping shortly to launch a new programme of research 
and development under the direction of the chief archi- 
tect, Mr. Cleeve Barr. 


R.I.B.A. Prizewinners 


Mr. Neil Bentham, a.r.1.B8.a., of Beechfield Road, 
Smithills, Bolton, has been awarded the Ashpitel Prize 
for the highest number of marks in the 1959 Final 
Examination of the R.I.B.A. The Sir Banister Fletcher 
Prize for the highest number of marks in the Intermediate 
Examination has been won by Mr. Michael Lutton 
Manwell, of Osborne Park, Belfast. 
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An Architectural Eyesore ? 


The proposal to erect an aluminium eagle with a wing- 
span of 35tt on the fagade of the American Embassy build- 
ing in Grosvenor Square was hotly criticized in the House 
of Commons by Mr. Marcus Lipton (Lab., Brixton). 

Sir Keith Joseph, Parliamentary Secretary to the Minis- 
try of Housing, told him the design approved by the 
L.C.C. included a large cartouche on the facade, but it 
was now proposed to substitute the eagle. The planning 
authority was being consulted. 

“What on earth will London look like if all the foreign 
governments represented here stick up monstrous national 
emblems on the buildings they occupy?” demanded Mr. 
Lipton. “Is not London already defaced and scarred by 
all kinds of architectural eyesores and so-called planning 
improvements, and has not the time come to call a halt?” 

Sir Keith said Mr. Lipton’s question, along with others, 
would be considered by London County Council in decid- 
ing whether planning permission was required. 

Mr. Michael Stewart (Lab., Fulham) suggested the 
Minister—who is responsible for Welsh affairs—should 
consider the erection of an English lion and a Welsh dragon 
on top of his Ministry. Sir Keith did not reply. (March 29.) 


St. Marylebone Site “Scandal” 


London Electricity Board is thinking of dismantling the 
part-completed framework of its building at Blandford 
Street, St. Marylebone, which has been held up for 12 
years by the L.C.C.’s refusal to give permission to complete. 

This was disclosed by Mr. Henry Brooke, the Minister 
of Housing, in the House of Commons, in a reply to a 
question from Sir Wavell Wakefield (Cons., St. Maryle- 
bone). Sir Wavell had asked what steps the Minister was 
taking to allow the site to be developed, in view of the 
fact that for 12 years the L.C.C. had refused permission 
to complete the building, the steel structure of which was 
erected about 15 years ago. 

Mr. Brooke said the building was specially designed 
before the war for the electricity department of St. Mary- 
lebone Borough Council. London Electricity Board, in 
which the property was now vested, found it could not 
readily be adapted for its purposes and had in mind to 
dismantle it. He understood a number of applications by 
private developers for planning permission to develop the 
site had been refused by the L.C.C. 

Sir Wavell asked the Minister: “Would you not agree 
that it is really a public scandal that this site should have 
been unused for all these years?”

He also asked what useful purpose 
was served by such “vandalism” and what action could 
be taken to discourage any further such despoiling of 
London residential neighbourhoods. 

For the Government, Earl Waldegrave told Lord

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Six Halls of Residence 


Five architects have designed six halls of residence 
for Nottingham University. Donaid McMorran, Brian 
O’Rorke, Mr. J. Fletcher-Watson and Mr. F. E. Woolley 
have worked on the men’s halls, and Mr. W. H. Williamson 
on the women’s hall. The consultant architect is Sir 
Percy Thomas. 

The men’s halls have been designed on the courtyard 
principle, using the staircase system of access to the study 
bedrooms. Each will have its own identity in layout and 
finish. The women’s hall has been planned on a corridor 
system. 

About 60 acres of the University Park have been set 
aside. Cost of each hall is expected to be about £300,000. 
Work will begin in March, 1962, and the halls should be 
ready by the autumn of 1963. 


St. Andrew’s University Extension 


A hundred acres of land have been acquired by the 
University of St. Andrews for the erection of new depart- 
ments of physics, mathematics, chemistry and geology. 
The number of students is to be increased from a 
maximum of 1,700 to 2,300. Cost of the new building is 
expected to be more than £2 million. 


A University for Coventry? 


A university of Warwick may be built in the Coventry 
area. At a recent meeting attended by more than 150 
representatives of industry and commerce, the churches, 
education, local authorities and others, it was decided to 
launch a public appeal for £1 million to cover the cost of 
residential buildings and student amenities. 

With an initial 1,000 places, the university is expected 
to cost £3 million. Coventry City Council has already 
offered a 200-acre site and financial support has been 
promised by the city council and Warwickshire County 
Council. Coventry's town clerk, Mr. Charles Barratt,

Big Edinburgh Redevelopment 


An 18-storey Government office, residential flats, shops, 
and possibly a hotel are included in a comprehensive 
redevelopment scheme for Edinburgh’s East End. A 
report to the town council recently stated that, on the 
basis of estimated cost, the recommendations were 
probably the most important and far-reaching placed 
before the corporation for many years. 

The area involved is to the east of Princes Street, 
centring on St. James’ Square and taking in Leith Street 
to the south and Little King Street to the east. Most of 
the properties in the area were shown in the map of the 
city for 1825, and existing road patterns are unsuitable 
to modern traffic. 

Redevelopment in St. James’ Square will be undertaken 
largely by the Ministry of Works, who already own much 
property there. The Royal Fine Art Commission is to be 
consulted on the scheme. 


The L.C.C’s New Town at Hook 


London County Council is to seek advice from a firm 
of consulting engineers on the alignment of the proposed 
new trunk road to Exeter and on traffic and civil 
engineering problems associated with the planning of the 
new town at Hook, Hampshire. The committee reported 
to the council at the end of last year that they had 
authorized the preparation of an outline planning appli- 
cation for the new town (see A. & B.N., December 23). 
Basingstoke Council decided last week to oppose the 
L.C.C’s scheme and to support Hampshire County 
Council's suggestion for expanding Basingstoke. 


High-Building Programme 


Multi-storey flats are expected to figure largely in the 
future building programme of the Scottish Special Housing 
Association. The association has been conducting research 
on design and cost of high building for local authority 
guidance. In a brochure produced to mark the com- 
pletion of the 50,000th house built by the association, it 
is stated that future building may lie in central redevelop- 
ment and mixed development in overspill areas where 
the judicious use of multi-storey blocks will be necessary 
to achieve planning densities. 


Maintenance Scholarships 


The Artists’ General Benevolent Institution Maintenance 
Scholarship of a maximum of £125 per annum, available 
for one of three years, is offered by the R.I.B.A. for 
orphans or sons or daughters of an architect or artist. 
Further particulars are obtainable from the R.I.B.A.; the 
scholarship takes effect from October 1, and the closing 
date for applications is May 27. 


Ministry Appointment

An Architectural Eyesore ? 


The proposal to erect an aluminium eagle with a wing- 
span of 35it on the fagade of the American Embassy build- 
ing in Grosvenor Square was hotly criticized in the House 
of Commons by Mr. Marcus Lipton (Lab., Brixton). 

Sir Keith Joseph, Parliamentary Secretary to the Minis- 
try of Housing, told him the design approved by the 
L.C.C. included a large cartouche on the facade, but it 
was now proposed to substitute the eagle. The planning 
authority was being consulted. 

“What on earth will London look like if all the foreign 
governments represented here stick up monstrous national 
emblems on the buildings they occupy?” demanded Mr. 
Lipton. “Is not London already defaced and scarred by 
all kinds of architectural eyesores and so-called planning 
improvements, and has not the time come to call a halt?” 

Sir Keith said Mr. Lipton’s question, along with others, 
would be considered by London County Council in decid- 
ing whether planning permission was required.

St. Marylebone Site “Scandal”

Will the Government 
take steps to urge local authorities to pay some attention 
towards appearances and to aesthetic value?” 

Earl Waldegrave said he could not accept statements 
that the lamp-posts were good, bad or indifferent. The 
properly constituted authority for lamp-posts was the 
borough council and they had had discussions with their 
ratepayers and societies, such as the Chelsea Society, about 
the design. It was hardly a matter for Parliament. 
(March 23.) 


Law and Administration 


Local Authority Houses 


Local authorities are empowered by Section 104 of the 
Housing Act, 1957, and Section 26 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1959, to dispose of their houses 
by lease or sale. In 1952 the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government set out his views on the exercise of 
this power in Circular 64/52. That Circular also gave 
a general consent to local authorities to dispose of houses 
on specified terms. 

The Minister has decided that the time has come to 
offer fresh guidance on the terms on which loca! authorities 
may sell or lease houses held by them. This guidance 
is set out in Circular 5/60. The Circular also gives a 
new form of general consent to replace that given in 
the earlier Circular. 

“The crucial question,” the Circular observes, “will 
commonly be the price at which houses should be offered 
for sale. The Minister emphasizes that in fixing a 
minimum sale price he is anxious that that figure should 
not bé regarded as a norm. But 

“After examining a number of alternatives he has 
concluded that the most suitable basis for a minimum 
price is 20 times the current rent (before reduction of 
any rebate) in the case of pre-war properties, and the 
capital cost of those built since the war and this forms 
the basis for the general consent given in paragraph 7 
of the Circular.” 

The Circular has three short appendices which set out 
notes on the registration of the appropriate land charges, 
the suggested minimum interest rates on payment of the 
purchase price by instalments and for the repayment of 
loans, and arrangements for the suspension of Exchequer 
contributions on houses sold or leased. 


Control of Advertisements 


In a Circular published earlier this year, 3/60 (see 
A. & B.N., 3/2/60, 24/2/60), the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government announced the new regulations 
for advertisement control. He explained that a voluntary 
code of standards for advertisements on business premises 
was being produced. That code has now been approved 
and published and in Circular 11/60 it is pointed out 

“It will be seen that paragraphs 3, 7 and 8 of the 
code make it clear that the existence and voluntary 
adoption of the code are without prejudice to the rights 
and duties of planning authorities and advertisers under 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, and the 
regulations made under that Act for the control of 
advertisements; and it was on this understanding that 
the Minister felt it appropriate to contribute a foreword 
to the code. He is aware that not all local authority 
associations have felt able to recommend to their 
members that the code be tried out, but he is sure that 
all local authorities will wish to be aware of its contents. 
He thinks it right that the code should be given a trial 
for a reasonable period and he hopes that it, together 
with the campaign to be conducted by the advertising 
interests, will produce useful results.” 
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Requisitioned Houses 


The Minister of Housing has published Circular 18/60 
in which brief notes are provided on the operation of 
the Requisitioned Houses Act, 1960, which received the 
Royal Assent on March 22, 1960. 


Engineering Works 


Recent serious accidents have drawn attention to the 
fact that certain constructional works, mostly of an 
engineering nature, do not come within the appropriate 
safety regulations. To remedy this the Minister of Labour 
has laid before Parliament The Engineering Construction 
(Extension of Definition) Regulations, 1960. 

These regulations are to come into operation on May 
15 next. Their effect is that the requirements of the 
Factories Acts about sanitary provisions, notice of sites 
of operations, accidents and industrial diseases will now 
apply to the works now defined, i.e., the construction, 
structural alteration or repair or demolition of any steel 
or reinforced concrete structure (except a building and 
certain other special exceptions). 

The Ministry states that the new safety regulations for 
construction work which the Minister proposes to make 
will also apply to the types of work mentioned above.

PIER LUIGI NERVI 


Last night Professor Nervi re- 
ceived the Royal Gold Medal for 
architecture. This article is a 
short review of his life and work. 


IER LUIGI NERVI was born in 

1891 at Sondrio, a town in 
Northern Italy not far from Lake 
Como. He graduated from Bologna 
University in 1913 and joined a firm 
of concrete contractors in that city 
with whom, after war service in the 
engineers, he became designer and 
chief engineer. In 1923 he set up his 
own firm. 

Four years later Nervi achieved his 
first great success, and in those days of 
formal rather obsequious Fascist 
architecture his design for the new 
Florence Stadium showed considerable 
courage. Although it was to become 
one of the great modern buildings of 
Italy, it was by no means universally 
recognized as such at the time, for 
Fascism had ten years to run when the 
stadium was completed in 1932—ten 
years of building dulled by the Ger- 
man touch, heavy, goose-stepping 
architecture no more akin to the 
Italian character than the beer cellar 
and the jackboot. 

It was in 1936 that Nervi again 
came into the news. He then won a 
competition for the design of two air- 
craft hangars which were to be erected 
at Orvieto, not far north of Rome. 
These hangars were 330ft by 132ft 
in size and consisted of a vaulted roof 
of diagonally intersecting reinforced 
concrete in situa beams. At this time 
there was no known theory with which 
to calculate the forces acting in such a 
structure, and Nervi first made a 
model in celluloid of one of the 
hangars which he tested to destruction. 
The Orvieto hangars were followed by 
a Mark 2 type similar in design 
except that the ribs were pre-cast in 
sections with their reinforcing bars

left projecting. These were welded 
together at intersections before the 
pouring of in situ concrete filling at 
these points. The latter type hangars 
rested on only six supports as opposed 
to the 26 of the earlier ones. Both 
types were fully glazed on three sides 
for a depth of 10ft or so immediately 
below the eaves, a construction which 
Nervi was to make use of many times 
again. Unfortunately all these hangars 
have now been destroyed. 

In the years of the war Nervi was 
necessarily restrained. He worked 
mostly on hangars and underground 
storage tanks, although he did design 
a reinforced concrete ship which was 
begun but never completed. In antici- 
pation, perhaps, of the post-war 
eruption in Italian building, Nervi 
began experimenting in 1943 with 
ferro-cement, a light-weight mixture of 
cement and sand strongly reinforced 
with fine wire and mesh reinforcement, 
and as a result of these experiments 
he produced the V-beam and the 
“inverted tray” methods of construc- 
tion which have appeared in almost 
every Nervi building since the war. 
The V-beam has ferro-cement sides 
about I4in thick, often perforated or 
glazed to save weight. It is pre- 
fabricated on the ground in sections. 
lifted into position to rest on tem- 
porary strutting and united to its 
adjoining V-beam with a concrete 
beam poured in situ. The inverted tray 
is a box about 9in deep with ferro- 
cement top and sides even thinner 
than the sides of the V-beam, the 
reinforcement in both top and sides 
left protruding to key into in situ 
beams poured after the ferro-cement 
box has been placed in position on 
temporary strutting. These ferro- 
cement trays can be cast on moulds 
of plaster of paris to give a smooth 
finish to the soffit. 

The Exhibition Hall at Turin (1948- 
49) was the greatest Nervi building to 
date. The vaulted glazed V-beam 
roof of the Salone Principale, spanning 
240ft, was the most exciting thing that 
had happened in Europe since Unite. 
And, as if the Salone Principale were 
not enough, Nervi threw in an apse 
at one end and a subsidiary hall, both 
roofed with his inverted ferro-cement 
trays, laced by thin in situ beams. 
Here, they said, was poetry. Here 
was a man who had signed a separate 
peace with gravity. But Nervi, quite 
typically, shook off the praise. Design 
correctly, design economically, he 
said, and beauty follows. “Because 
of flattering comments on the Florence 
Stadium,” he wrote, “I tried to bring 
wzsthetic theories to bear upon struc- 
tural problems. I tried to do so with 
the help of purely theoretical pre- 
conceptions, but soon convinced 
myself that to find an architectonic 
expression becomes more difficult the 
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more one works with such an idea in 
mind. That is why I dropped 
esthetic prejudices, to return to the 
simple approach of my earlier years 
...My belief in the inherent zsthetic 
force of a good structural solution was 
never shaken.” 

After Turin, the world lay at Nervi's 
feet. His faith in concrete had been 
justified, all he had ever claimed for 
the material had been more than 


‘ proved. Beauty and economy were 
4 indeed never far apart. Small wonder 
z now that he was designer and builder 


in one. What artist ever employs 
j another to hold his brush? 

Nervi’s work in the last ten years 
is well known. The Casino at Ostia 
(1950), the roof at Chiaciano (1952), 
the storehouse for salt at Tortona 
(1951) all made use of the ribbed 
inverted tray ceilings. In the tobacco E 
factory at Bologna (1952) and the - 
Gatti wool factory in Rome (1953), 
Nervi varied the technique by using 
shuttering boxes of ferro-cement 
treated with an oil water emulsion 
called Sformeol. These boxes were 
removed after the slab had been cast. 
In the Gatti factory the ribs of his 
ceiling so formed follow the line of 
the forces in the slab to give a remark- 


able flower-petalled soffit. Only a 
plastic form of shuttering box such as if at 
Nervi had perfected could produce ; 

this effect. 


Of recent years, Nervi has col- 
laborated with other internationally 
known designers in his more important 
‘ works—the Unesco building in Paris 
: (with Marcel Breuer and Bernard 
Zehrfuss), the C.N.1.T. building in 

Paris (with Camelot, de Mailly and 
Q Zehrfuss) and the Pirelli building in 
: Milan (with Gio Ponti) are best 
known. These were followed by the 
Olympic Games buildings (A. and 
B.N. January 13, 1960), one of which, 
the Palazzo dello Sport, owes some- 
thing to a design for a sports centre 
in Vienna, which was unsuccessful in 
a competition held in 1953. For both 
of these latter designs Nervi col- 
laborated with his father.
